GOVERNOR HUGHES REFUSES 
TO ALLOW NAME WITHDRAWN 


Chicago, June 1!5.—Congressman Her- 
Parsons sent a sharp telegram te 
Governor Hughes this morning, in which 
he said that the nomination of Secre- 
Taft Was now practically assured 
and that Governor Hughes was prac- 
tically out of the running.

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TO LESSEN COST OF BEEF. 


Department of Agriculture Hopes to 
Do It by Increasing Supply. 


Washington, June 15.—To increase 
the supply of beef and thereby lessen 
its cost to the American householder 
is one of the principal objects under- 
lying the efforts of the department of 
agriculture to secure a proteid that 
will thrive in the semi-arid regions 
of the northwest. The beef market at 
present is being supplied by corn-fed 
cattle. Grass-fed cattle are not as 
good in quality as those fed on corn, 
The beef that is secured from the cat- 
tle having proteiq foods included in 
its fare is considered the best. 

It is to increase the supply of this 
kind of beef by increasing the proteid 
belt in ‘the west that the department 
of agriculture has again sent a num- 
ber of experts from Brookings, 8S. D., 
to make a thorough investigation of 
the plant life of northern Russia and 
Russia. 

Professor Hansen will visit the sec- 
tions of northern Europe and Asia, 
where climatic conditions are similar 
to those of the semi-arid lands of 
W voming, Colorado, Montana and the 
Dakotas.

PATRICK AGAIN LOSES. — 


Condemned Lawyer Is Refused Writ 
of Habeas Corpus, 


New York, June {5.—The application 
of Abert T. Patrick, whois serving aife 
sentence in Sing Sing prison for the 
murder of William Marsh Rice, an aged 
Texas millionaire, for a writ of habeas 
corpus, was denied by Judge LaCombe, 
in the United States circuit court today. 
Patrick set up the claim that his con- 
viction and sentence to death, which 
has been commuted to life imprison- 
ment, was a result of a conspiracy to 
plunder the Rice millions. The motive, 
he asserts, was to prevent him from
